Samples of foreign competitive goods and commercial products which are 
received from abroad from time to time are exhibited at the Offices of 
the Department. 3 

The British Industries Fair, 1917, was held at the Victoria and Albert

year.

Confidential Information. 


Firms in the United Kingdom desirous of receiving confidential in- 
formation as to opportunities for the extension abroad of those branches 
of trade in which they are specially interested, and as to other connected 
matters, may, upon application, have their names placed on a Special 
Register at the Department of Commercial Intelligence. 

The confidential information communicated to firms so registered relates 
mainly to openings for British trade abroad, and is received from His 
Majesty’s Trade Commissioners and the Imperial Trade Correspondents 
in the British Dominions, the Board of Trade Correspondents in other 
parts of the Empire, and from His Majesty’s Consular Officers in Foreign 
Countries, supplemented by information from other sources available to 
the Department of Commercial Intelligence. 

Firms inscribed on the Register may indicate the particular lines of 
trade to which the information to be sent to them should relate, and a 
classified list of subjects is sent to all applicants for registration with this 
object. During 1916, 575 separate circulars were issued (to the number of 
128,662 copies) to firms on the Special Register interested in the par- 
ticular branches of trade to which the circulars related. 

A small charge is made for the service, which includes the regular supply 
of the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal.’’ Firms whose names are inscribed on 

e Register are required to pay an annual fee of One Guinea to the 
Accountant-General of the Board of Trade, 7, Whitehall Gardens, 
London, 8.W. 1. 

The ‘‘ Journal’’ itself contains information as to openings for British 
trade abroad and as to other matters of interest to British traders generally. 
Information published in it is not repeated by circular to firms whose names 
are on the Special Register ; the confidential information communicated to 
the latter is confined to matters which, at the time, have not been published 
in the ‘‘ Journal,’’ or are not intended to be published at all. 

Firms in the United Kingdom who wish to have their names inscribed 
on the Special Register should apply in writing to the Comptroller- 
General of the Department of Commercial Intelligence, 73, Basinghall 
Street, London, E.C. 2, for the necessary form of application. 

N.B.—Admission to the Register, and retention upon it, are at the 
discretion of the Board of Trade. 7

oreign Trade Department if applicants in making enquiries would specify 
the particular trade or trades for which substitutes are required. 

Nore (5).—The Statutory List for each country is telegraphed, on the

EXPORT OF SPORTING AMMUNITION.

BLOCKADE OF “GERMAN EAST AFRICA.” 


With reference to the announcement on p. 602 of the “ Board of Trade

blockade will be confined to the part of the coast lying between the limits of 
latitude 6° 40' South and latitude 10° 30‘ South. 





WAR RISKS CARGO INSURANCE. 


The War Risks Insurance Office (Cargo) is authorised by the Board of 
‘Trade to state that in the event of loss of cargo by war risks whilst on board 
in port of loading, the Warranty 7 (b) viz., that the ship is at the beginning 
of the voyage covered for the voyage by insurance under His Majesty’s 
Government War Risks Insurance Scheme, shall be deemed to be fulfilled if 
the ship was duly insured till arrival at, or alternatively, from the time of her 
sailing from, that port. In the event of loss after sailing, the Warranty 
shall be deemed to be fulfilled if the ship was duly insured from the time of 
sailing from the port of loading. 
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WOOL OF THE 1917 CLIP. 
Arrangements for Purchase by the Government. 


The War Department desire to bring to the notice of farmers an Order 
made by the Army Council on 5th April (see immediately following notice), 
under the Defence of the Realm Regulations, which prohibits all private 
dealings in wool grown in Great Britain, Ireland, or the Isle of Man, durirg 
tle season 1917, and cancels all contracts that may have been made for the 
purchase of such wool. 

As last year, the entire clip will be purchased for the Government by the 
Director of Army Contracts. The following arrangements have been made 
for England and Wales :— 

(1) Purchase-—For the purpose of the collection of the clip, Great 
Britain will be divided into the same areas as last year with one excep- 
tion, namely, that the counties of Derby, Notts., and Lincoln, instead of 
forming a separate area, will be included with the county of Yorkshire. 
Each area will be in charge of a District Executive Officer, who will 
superintend purchases on behalf of the Government. The District 
Executive Officer will be advised by a small committee, consisting of 
equal numbers of the leading merchants and farmers in the area. The 
eading merchants purchasing in each area will act as the agents for the 
Department for the purpose of collecting the wool. 

(2) Price.—The basis of prices has been fixed at 50 per cent. above thie 
average prices ruling in June-July, 1914. A central price list for 
England and Wales, and local price lists for each area, are in course of 
preparation and will be published shortly. 

(3) Census.—For the purpose of collecting the wool, all holders of woo! 
of the 1917 clip are required to fill up a Census Form giving information 
as to the number of their fleeces and where they are situated, and to 
return this form to the District Executive Officer before 28th May. All 
such persons should have received Census Forms before 14th May, and 
any holder of raw wool who has not received a Form by that date should 
communicate at once with the District Executive Officer or with the 
local police, and ask for a copy. 

(4) Delivery.—In accordance with the terms of the Order, all holders 
of wool are required to sell and deliver ull wool in their possession 
to the persons specified to them by or on behalf of the Director of Army 
Contracts. Any person refusing to sell or deliver his wool when so 
instructed, will render himself liable to prosecution. Farmers should 
not send in their wool to any authorised buyer until they receive in- 
structions from the District Executive Officer as to when and where they 
should deliver it. All holders of small lots of under 50 fleeces (Wales, 
200 fleeces) will be instructed to deliver before 3lst July. 

(5) Interes!:—Interest at the rate of 5 per cent. will be paid as from 
Ist September to all perscns wko are instructed to deliver their wool 
after that date.

Dealings in Raw Wool Prohibited. 


The text of the Order of 5th April referred to above is as follows :— 

1. No person shall sell raw wool grown or to be grown on sheep in 
Great Britain, Ireland, and the Isle of Man, during the season of 1917, 
including fleece wool and skin wool, but not including daggings, locks, 
brokes and fallen wool, otherwise than to persons authorised by or on 
behalf of the Director of Army Contracts. 

2. No person shall make or take delivery of, or payment for, any wocl 
of the description aforesaid otherwise than in accordance with the pro- 
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visions of this Order, whether in pursuance of any contract entered 
into prior to the date hereof or otherwise. 

3. All persons having in their custody or control any stocks of wool 
of the description aforesaid are hereby required to sell such wool to 
any persons authorised by or on behalf of the Director of Army Con- 
tracts'as may be required by him or on his behalf, and to make 
deliveries to such persons in such quantities and at such times and 
places as may be specified by him or on his behalf. 

4. No person shall mix or wind in any fleeces of the description afore- 
said any brokes or dead wool, locks, daggings or other matter whatsoever. 





RESTRICTIONS ON USE OF IMPORTED SOFT WOOD. 


The Secretary of the War Office notifies that in view of the increasing 
shortage of imported soft wood, the Army Council have made an Order under 
the Defence of the Realm Regulations which will have the effect of limiting 
very strictly the use of wood for purposes which are not of national import- 
ance. A merchant’s monthly sales to consumers will now be limited to an 
amount not exceeding 1 per cent. of his stock as it stood on Ist April, unless 
his customer can produce a permit, signed by the Director of Timber 
Supplies.

The text of the Order, which is dated 14th April, is as follows :— 

In pursnance of the powers conferred upon them by the Defence of the 
Realm Regulations, the Army Council hereby require all persons in the 
United Kingdom engaged in the purchase or sale of imported soft wood to 
comply with the following regulations: Provided that nothing herein con- 
tained shall apply to imported soft wood which, at the date hereof, shall have 
been despatched by any timber merchant to any consumer, or for which pay- 
ment shall have been made by such consumer. 

1. Save as herein provided no timber merchant shall (1) sell in any month 
for consumption an amount of imported soft wood exceeding one per cent. 
of the amount of timber which he had in stock in the United Kingdom on 
the Ist day of April, 1917; (2) sell for consumption imported soft wood, 
unless (a) he is satisfied that it is required for a purpose of national import- 
ance, as defined in Form A..set out in the Schedule annexed; (6) if the 
quantity sold to a single firm or individual amounts to one standard or more, 
he receives from the purchaser a certificate in Form A. set out in the 
Schedule. 

2. Any person wishing to purchase imported soft wood for consumption 
whose needs cannot be met under Regulation 1 hereof may apply to the 
Director of Timber Supplhes for a special permit.

If a permit is granted, a timber merchant is authorised to sell the amount 
stated therein in excess of the 1 per cent. authorised by Regulation 1 hereof. 

3. If such imported soft wood is required for the execution of a Govern- 
iient contract or order, the applicant should attach to his application a 
certificate in Form ©. set out in the Schedule hereto annexed, signed by : 
responsible officer of the Department concerned. 

4. A permit upon which a timber merchant has supplied such imported 
soft wood in accordance with the provisions of Regulations 2 or 3 hereof, 
shall be kept by him unless he can supply only a portion of the quantity 
required. In this event he shall enter on such permit the amount of 
imported soft wood supplied by him thereunder with the date, verified by 
his signature, and he shall return the permit for future presentation to

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NEW DEFENCE OF THE REALM REGULATIONS. 


An Order-in-Council, dated 14th April, further amends the Regulations 
(called the *‘ Defence of the Realm Regulations ”’) under the Defence of the 
Realm Consolidation Act, 1914, for securing the public safety and the Defence 
of the Realm. The Order referred to orders, inter alia, the following amend- 
ments to be made :— 


Wireless Telegraph Installation on British Ships. 


After Regulation 37B the following regulation shall be inserted ;— 

“37c. The Admiralty or the Shipping Controller may with the concur- 
rence of the Board of Trade give directions that any British ship shall 
forthwith be and shall continue to be equipped with such apparatus as 
may be specified in the directions for securing the safety of the ship, and 
that the crew of the ship shall be properly instructed in the use of such 
apparatus. 

“If any ship with respect to which any such directions have been 
given puts to sea from any port in the United Kingdem without comply- 
ing with the directions, the owner or master of the ship shall be guilty 
of a summary offence against these regulations, and if the ship is at any 
time subsequently found at any port of, or in the territorial waters 
adjacent to the United Kingdom, the ship may be seized and detained.” 


Harbour and Dock Rates, etc. 


After Regulation 59B, the following regulation shall be inserted :— 

“ 39pB. If in the case cf any harbour or dock undertaking carried on 
under statutory authority it appears to the Board of Trade that it is 
necessary for the successful prosecution of the war that the undertaking 
should be carried on in an efficient manner, but that, owing to circum- 
stances arising out of the war, it cannot be so carried on without 
charging rates, dues, or charges in excess of those which the undertakers 
are authorised by statute to charge, the Board may by order authorise 
the undertakers to charge such rates, dues, or charges in excess of the 
statutory maxima as the Board think necessary in the circumstances, 
subject to such conditions as may be specified in the order.” 


British Shipowners’ Employees in Neutral States. 


After Regulation 398, the following regulation shall be inserted :— 

 39¥. After the first day of June, nineteen hundred and seventeen, it 
shall not be lawful for the owner of a British ship to employ in any 
neutral state as manager, broker or agent, any person who is of enemy 
nationality, cr who, being a corporation or company, is under enemy 
control, 

“ Any such owner who acts in contravention of this regulation shall be 
guilty of a summary offence against these regulations, and if the owner 
is a company, every director, manager and officer of the company shall 
also be guilty of a summary offence against these regulations, unless he 
proves that the contravention took place without his knowledge or 
consent. 

“ For the purposes of this regulation a corporation or company shall 
be deemed to be under enemy control it— 

(a) the majority of the directors or persons occupying the position 
of directors by whatever name called are persons of enemy 
nationality ; or 

(b) the majority of the voting power is in the hands of persons who 
are of enemy nationality or who exercise their voting powers 
directly or indirectly on behalf of persons who are of enemy 
nationality; or 

(c) the control is by any other means et in the hands of 

persons who are of enemy nationality ; 

the executive is a company or ¢ scoot Tat endie enemy control, 
or the majority of the executive are appointed by a corporation 
or company under enemy control.”

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COAL MINES REGULATION (AMENDMENT) ACT, 1917.* 


© By the “ Coal Mines Regulation (Amendment) Act, 1917 ” (7 Geo. 5, ch. 8), 
passed on 28th March, Section four of the “Coal Mines Regulation Act. 
1908,” which authorises the suspension of that Act as respects coal mines in 
the event of war and other emergencies, is extended to all mines to which 
the other provisions of that Act apply in like manner as it extends to coal 
mines, 





CENSUS OF PRODUCTION ACT, 1917.* 

The “Census of Production Act, 1917 (7. Geo. 5, ch. 2), passed on 28th 
March, amends the “ Census of Production Act, 1906,” and provides that a 
census may be taken in any year which is fixed for the purpose by an order 
made by the Board of Trade and laid before Parliament; and, if the order 
so directs, may be limited to any trades or businesses mentioned in the 
order; provided that there is at least a year’s interval between the date an 
which the order is made and the commencement of the year in which the 
census is to be taken. 





OUTPUT OF HIGH BOILING TAR ACIDS. 

The Army Council have issued an Order, under date 11th April, requiring 
the occupiers of the factories and/or workshops specified in the Schedule 
hereunto annexed to place at the disposal of the Army Council the whole 
output of : 

(1) The high boiling tar acids capable of being produced at the said 
factories from such blast furnace creosote oil as may be supplied to them 
by or on behalf of the Director of Army Contracts between 16th April, 
1917, and loth July, 1917, and 

(2) Such spent oil as may remain over from the manufacture of such 
high boiling tar acids; and to deliver such high boiling tar acids and 
spent oil in such manner as may be directed by or on behalf of the 
Director of Army Contracts; and to furnish to the Director of Army 
Contracts such information as to the cost of, and profit on, the produc- 
tion of the high boiling tar acils as he may cause to be required and to 
verify the information aforesaid in such manner as he may direct.

To all whom it may concern. 

Whereas it is desirable to protect the interests of British su'jects in 
Patents, Traie Marks and Designs, and for this purpose it has proved to be 
necessary to make certain arrangements dealing with the interests of both 
British and Enemy subjects in Patents, Trade Marks and Designs, and 
whereas it has bcen represented to me by the Board of Trade that British 
subjects are permitted to apply in enemy territories for the grant and re- 
newal of the grant of letters patent and for the registration and renewal of 
he registration of Trade Marks and Designs: Now I, Ernest Murray Pollock, 
one of His Majesty’s Counsel and a Member of the Commons House of Par- 
liament, Controller of the Foreign Trade Department of the Foreign Office, 
in pursuance of the authority given me in this behalf by His Majesty's 
Principal Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs, hereby, on behalf of His 
Majesty, give and grant, unto every person, or body of persons, incor- 
porated or unincorporated, resident, carrying on business or being in the 
United Kingdom, full licence and authority to apply on behalf of any 
person, or body of persons, whose name now is, or shall herea‘ter be, 
placed on the Statutory List of persons with whom trading is forbidden 
by any Proclamation issued under the Trading with the Enemy (Extension 
of Powers) Act, 1915, for the grant, or for the renewal of the grant, 
of any letters patent, or for the registration, or for the renewal of the regis- 
tration, of any trade mark or design in the United Kingdom, or in any part 
of His Majesty’s Dominions outside the United Kingdom, where such appli- 
cations are allowed by the Government of that part of His Majesty's 
Dominions to be made on behalf of persons, or bodies of persons, whose names 
are on the Statutory List, and for that purpose to transact all necessary 
business with regard to the application, and to all matters arising thereout

and generally to do all things necessary for carrying the application into 
effect, and in particular to pay any fees payable in the United Kingdom, or 
in any such part of His Majesty’s Dominions outside the United Kingdom as 
aforesaid (provided that no fees be paid to any person, or persons resident or 
carrying on business outside the United Kingdom, unless such person or 
persons is or are permitted by the Government of that part of His Majesty’s 
Deminions in which he or they is or are resident or carrying on business, to 
pay fees on behalf of persons or bodies of persons whose names are on the 
Statutory List), and to pay and retain any charges or expenses incurred in 
relation to the matter aforesaid.

FOOD ORDERS AND NOTIFICATIONS. 


The Ministry of Food announces that the following Orders have been 
issued :— 


Maximum Prices for Wheat, Barley and Oats. 


The Food Controller has made an order, dated 16th April, under the 
Defence of the Realm Regulations that,except under his authority, no wheat, 
barley (other than kiln-dried barley), or oats harvested in the United Kingdom 
in 1916 may be sold at prices exceeding the following :— 

Wheat 78s. per quarter of 480]b. 
Barley 65s. per quarter of 400lb. 
Oats 55s. per quarter of 312lb. 

The buyer will be entitled to require the grain to be placed on rail or (at 
the option of the seller) to be delivered to the buyer’s premises, and no 
additional charge may be made in respect thereof. Except so far as the 
Food Controller may in any particular case otherwise determine, the following 
provision will have effect in the case of any subsisting contracts for the sale 
of any of the grain mentioned where the contract price exceeds the permitted 
maximum price :—The contract shall stand so far as concerns any such grain 
which has been paid for or has been delivered, or which under the contract 
is to be delivered within one month from the date of the contract, but other- 
wise it will be avoided. 


Requisition of Barley. 

By the Barley (Requisition) Order, dated 16th April, the Food Controller 
orders that all persons Owning, or having power to sell or dispose of any 
barley (other than home-grown barley which has not been kiln-dried) is to 
lace such barley at the disposal of the Food Controller and deliver it to 
ie or such persons as may be named by him in such quantities and at such 
time as he may require. Pending any direction no person is to remove or 
otherwise dispose of any such barley (whether in pursuance of a contract 
existing at the date of this order or not), and all persons concerned 
must take such steps as may be reasonably necessary to maintain the same in 
good condition. 

All persons owning or baving power to sell or dispose of such barley 
must, on or before 30th April, furnish to the Food Controller, Grosvenor 
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Foop ORDERS AND NOTIFICATIONS—continued. 


House, Upper Grosvenor Street, London, W. 1, a statement, on forms to be 
obtained from the Food Controller, giving particulars of all such barley in 
their possession or under their control at the date of this Order, and of all 
their existing contracts, if any, for the sale of barley. The Food Controller 
will subsequently communicate to the owners ol barley taken over by him 
the price which he will be prepared to pay for the same. The arbitrator to 
determine, in default of agreement, the compensation to be paid for the barley 
requisitioned, will be appointed by the Lord Chief Justice of England. 

This Order will not apply (a) to persons who do not own more than 25 
quarters (448lb. per quarter) of barley at the date of the Order ; (b) to barley 
in the hands of or held to the order, of flour millers at the date of this Order ; 
or (c) to barley agreed to be sold to the Royal Commission on the Wheat 
Supply. 

The Malt (Restriction) No. 2 Order. 


A further malt restriction Order, issued by the Food Controller under date 
12th April, makes it illegal, except under licence, to manufacture any further 
malt, to sell or deliver any malt, or for anyone other than a brewer for sale 
to use malt for any purpose. ‘lhe effect of this Order is to prevent home 
brewing, and it will apply also to the manufacture of any non-alcoholic 
liquors containing malt. 


Price of Milk. 


The Food Controller, acting on the advice of the English and Scottish 
Boards of Agriculture, gives notice that, unless the prices of feeding stuffs 
are in the meantime substantially reduced, the winter contract prices for 
milk in 1917-18 will be not less than 1s. 8d. per gallon. 

Milk producers are also reminded that the Food Controller has already 
decided that, owing te the weather, the month of April is included in the 
winter months of 1916-17 on which winter contract prices are payable.

PASSPORTS FOR INDIA. 


The India Office notify that no person over 15 years of age will be per- 
mitted to Jand in India unless in possession of a valid passport issued or visé 
by a competent British authority. British subjects embarking for India 
from the United Kingdom must carry valid passports issued or visé by the 
Passport Office, Downing Street, London, 8.W. 1. Alien subjects so em- 
barking must carry passports issued by their own authorities and visé by 
the Passport Office. 

Persons embarking from foreign countries for India must first have their 
passports visé by a British Consular Officer in the country of embarkation. 

The foregoing does not apply to members of British naval or military 
forces or to crews of overseas vessels. 





LOSS OF MAILS FOR SWEDEN. 


The Postmaster-General gives notice that mails containing uninsured 
parcels addressed to Sweden, posted between 2nd and 20th of March, are 
reported to have been sunk by the enemy. 

No letters or insured parcels were included in the mails in question, and 
no mails for countries other than Sweden are affected.

Empire Development and Organisation. 





EMPIRE DEVELOPMENT AND ORGANISATION. 
Final Report of the Dominions Royal Commission. 


Among the recommendations of the Dominions Royal Commission, which 
has recently issued its Final Report on the Natural Resources, Trade and 
Legislation of certain portions of His Majesty’s Dominions, is one for the 
creation of an Imperial Development Board, for the development of the 
Empire’s resources and the furtherance of its trade by the concerted action 
of all its component parts. 

During the course of its investigations into the resources and development 
of the Self-Governing Dominions and their economic relations the United 
Kingdom and the world, the Commission states that it was conscious of t+7o 
strong and impelling :mpressions. First, for Empire purposes, no survey can 
be complete without including India, the Crown Colonies, and the Protec- 
torates. In themselves, and even as now developed, says the Commission, 
they form too vital and important a part of the Empire to be left out of pre- 
sent calculations. But it is plainly evident that their potentialities, measured 
by any fair standard, are immense, and that their future contributions to the 
Empire’s strength and greatness will far surpass those of the past. Secondly, 
the Commission was equally strongly impressed by the almost infinite variety 
of the Empire domain, the extent of its area, the inequality of distribution of 
population, and the disconnected character of its governing and directing 
machinery. 

Existing Deficiencies in Empire Organisation. 

In the course of its journeys (the Commission visited New Zealand, 
Australia, South Africa, Canada and Newfoundland), it became apparent to 
the Commission that joint inter-Imperial organisation has so far made 
little effective progress, and that existing organisations are inadequate to 
deal, promptly and efficiently, with the following matters :— 

(1) Telegraph, cable and shipping communications between the various 
parts of the Empire. 

(2) Inter-Imperial mail services and postal rates, 

(3) The development of harbours and waterways on the great routes of 
commerce to meet Imperial requirements. 

(4) Migration as a factor in Empire development and trade. 

(5) Legislation affecting the mechanism of trade, such as that on 
patents, companies, copyright, weights and measures, etc. 

(6) The application and better utilisation of capital raised in the United 
Kingdom and other parts of the Empire towards promoting the 
development of the Empire’s resources. 

(7) ‘Lhe systematic dissemination throughout the Empire of news beariag 
upon Imperial questions and interests. 

(8) The preparation and publication of Imperial statistics. 

(9) Better organisation for handling and for disposal of the produce of 
various parts of the Empire. 

In each of the above cases n achinery is now lacking for the efficient exami- 
nation and for the adjustment and co-ordination of interests in pursuance of 
the general advantage and wider development. 

The Commission believes, therefore, that the time has come when a body 
should be created which could be referred to at any time and by any of the 
Governments in order to smovth tLe path of Imperial development. There 
is both scope and need for a new Imperial Development Board which, without 
displacing any existing body, would devote its energies and experience to a 
continuous survey and consideration of Empire recources and opportunities, 
and tu the study of the best means of co-ordinating Empire effort for the 
development of these resources, for the extension of {mperial trade, and for 
the strengthening of Imperial lines of communication. It would be impos- 
sible, in the opinion of the Commission, to exaggerate the significance and 
influence of such a Board, composed, as it should be, of men possessing an 
intimate knowledge of the Empire and its resources, in constant consultation 
and collaboration, on the watch for every opportunity, and alive to every 
possibility. 


~— 
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Sphere of the New Organisation. 


‘The matters enumerated in the preceding section, with those of a similar 
nature, would, the Commission suggests, form the particular subjects which 
could wisely be assigned to the new organisation as its ordinary work. ‘lo 
the duty of advising and guiding on these matters would, of course, be added 
that of collecting the necessary particulars bearing upon them. ‘This would 
involve research not only into conditions prevailing in the Empire, but into 
the methods of production and distribution of rival trading countries which 
have similar problems to face. Accurate and up-to-date knowledge will be 
necessary, and indeed vital, under the keener competition and closer organisa- 
tion which will obtain after the war. 

The proposed Board should further undertake the elaboration and the 
critical examination of joint Imperial schemes of development. ‘lhe sub- 
mission of questions of joint development to an [Imperial Board would, the 
Commission states, save both time and money. It would save time by 
the curtailment of the intermediate negotiations which are now required to 
achieve joint action between the various Governments. It would save money 
in the sense that the schemes submitted to it would receive thorough examt- 
nation and would pass through the fire of criticism. 

The primary condition of this new Imperial Development Board must be 
that it would not encroach upon the political or administrative machinery of 
any of the Self-Governing Dominions. In other words, it should be purely 
advisory in its initial stage; but the Commission sees no inherent difficulty 
in delegating to the Board any administrative duties which the Governments 
of the Empire might wish the Board to undertake. 


Constitution of the New Organisation. 


The Commission recommends that the new Imperial Development Board 
should include representatives of India, the Crown Colonies and the Pro- 
tectorates, in addition to representatives of the United Kingdom and the Self- 
Governing Dominions, and suggests that representation of the various parts 
of the Empire might be on the following lines :— 

United Kingdom, India, Crown Colonies and Protectorates, 7; Canada, 1; 
Australia, 1; New Zealand, 1; Union of South Africa, 1; and Newfoundland, 
1; total 12. 

The headyuarters cf the Board would b2 in London, but the Board, or a 
sub-committee or an officer of its selection, should make journeys from time 
to time in the Empire. 


Summary of Recommendations. 


To sum up, the Commission advocates the creation of an Imperial Develop- 
ment Board, advisory in its initial stage, and representing all parts of His 
Majesty’s Possessions, which shall take into consideration, and advise the 
different Governments on, matters aifecting the development of the natural 
resources and trade of the Empire. ‘This Board, in the Commission’s view, 
should be appointed by His Majesty, and should work under the supreme 
control of the Imperial Conference. Its main functions would be— 

(a) To continue, complete, and thereatter keep up-to-date the survey* begun 
by the Commission of the relation between the production and re- 
quirements of the Empire in the matter of food supplies, raw 
materials and all other commodities essential to its well-being ; 

()) To watch and report upon the changing requirements of the Empire in 
respect of such materials and commodities, and to mature plans for 
promoting and improving their production within the Empire ; 





* This appears as Appendix I to the Report and deals with the more important 
minerals, as well as with cotton, wool, butter, cheese, wheat, pitwood, and wood pulp, 
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Summary of Recommendations—continued. 

(c) Toinvestigate in collaboration with existing institutions and committees 
for scientific research— 

(1) the possibilities of production within the Empire of such of 
these essential materials and commodities as now are, or 
may in the future be found to be, mainly produced and con- 
trolled outside its limits, as well as the possibilities of new 
supplies generally ; 

(2) the best means ot promoting efficiency and preventing waste 
in existing methods of production ; 

(3) the possibilities ef the utilisation of substitutes for essential 
commodities which are not found to be available within the 
Empire ; 

(d) 'l'o consider and devise means for the direction of Empire capital to- 
wards the development of Empire resources ; 

(e) To study the larger aspects of migration within the Empire, with a 
view to securing and maintaining a sufficiency of population in all 
its parts ; 

(f) To advise on the adequacy for Imperial requirements of schemes of 
harbour improvement in certain of the great ports within the 
Empire ; 

(g) To study lines of communication by steamship, cable, or railway which 
are contributory and necessary to Imperial development ; 

(kh) To study and report upon legislation affecting the mechanism of trade 
in its widest sense, and to keep in touch with development in similar 
legislation throughout the world. 

(i) To prepare and publish Imperial statistics.

UNITED KINGDOM TRADE WITH CANADA AND 
NEWFOUNDLAND. 


Visit of H.M. Trade Commissioner. 


In accordance with the practice that has been established for H.M. Trade 
Commissioners in the British Self-Governing Dominions to visit the United 
Kingdom officially from time to time, so that manufacturers and merchants 
may have the opportunity of consulting them on any matters connected with 
their business, or of obtaining information as to the possibilities of extending 
their trade, H.M. Trade Commissioner in Canada and Newfoundland (Mr. C. 
Hamilton Wickes) is in this country, and has already interviewed a number 
of firms at the Offices of the Department of Commercial Intelligence of the 
Board of ‘l'rade, and at the Chambers of Commerce in Bristol and Cardiff. 

Mr. Wickes is continuing his tour to those trade and industrial centres in 
the Provinces which have been decided upon as most advantageous to visit 
in view of the applications that have been received from firms in or near 
those centres and from Chambers of Commerce. He is in attendance at 
Wolverhampton during the remainder of this week, and afterwards will 
attend at the Chambers of Commerce at Walsall, Stoke, Manchester, Liver- 
9001, Lreland, Scotland, Newcastle, Leeds, Bradford, Huddersfield, Sheffield, 
nae dg Nottingham, Leicester, Coventry and Birmingham, in the order 
named.

LABOUR MARKET IN THE UNITED KINGDOM 
IN MARCH. 


According to the April issue of the ‘‘ Board of Trade Labour Gazette ’’* 
hearly all the principal industries continued fully employed in March, 
and much overtime was worked. 

Employment in coal mining was good except in Northumberland, where 
it was dull, and in Durham and Fifeshire, where it was only fair. It 
continued very good in iron mines, and good at shale, tin, and lead mines. 
At quarries employment was fairly good on the whole. 

In the pig iron industry employment continued good, and at iron and 
steel works very good; both industries showed an improvement as compared 
with a month ago. The engineering and shipbuilding trades were still 
extremely busy, and much overtime was worked. In the tinplate trade 
short time was still worked owing to the restricted supply of steel bars; 
the steel sheet trade, however, showed an improvement. Most of the other 
metal trades continued to be well employed, and much overtime was worked 
by brass and sheet metal workers. 

In the cotton trade employment continued good in the spinning section 
and fair in the weaving branch. The woollen and worsted trades were 
very busy. In the linen trade employment remained good in Scotland, 
and was tair on the whole in Ireland. Employment in the hosiery, jute, 
bleaching, calico printing and dyeing trades was good; in the silk and 
carpet trades it continued fairly good. In the lace trade employment was 
very good in the plain net branch, fairly good in the curtain branch, and 
bad in the levers section. 

The boot and shoe trades were very active. In the leather industry 
employment was good generally; it improved with saddle and harness 
makers, but some short time was still being worked at Walsall. It con- 
tinued fair in ready-made tailoring and in the shirt and collar and whole- 
sale mantle, costume and biouse trades. Employment was good in the 
corset trade, and fairly good in the felt hat trade; with silk hatters it 
continued bad. 

Building operations and brickmaking were hindered somewhat by bad 
weather, but otherwise the men remaining in the trades were generally 
well employed. In mill sawing and coachbuilding employment continued 
good; in the furnishing trades and with coopers it was fairly good. 
Employment was good in the printing and paper trades, and very good 
with much overtime in bookbinding. In the glass trades employment 
continued good generally. It was also good on the whole in the pottery 
trade, though short time was still worked by makers of tiles and sanitary 
ware. It continued good in the food preparation trades, and much over- 
time was worked in some branches. Agricultural operations were 
hindered by unfavourable weather. Employment with dock labourers 
showed a decline, and was only moderate; with fishermen it showed little 
change. The number of seamen shipped at the principal ports showed 
increases as compared with both February, 1917, and March, 1916.

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BUDGET OF THE UNION OF SOUTH AFRICA FOR 
1917-18, 


Re-modelled Income and Dividend Taxes, etc. 


With reference to the notice on p. 71 of last week’s issue of the “ Board of 
Trade Journal” relative to the Budget of the Union of South Africa for 
1917-18, which was introduced into the Union Parliament on 30th March, 
the telegram from the Governor-General of the Union of South Africa gives 
the following further particulars :— 

The estimated surplus for 1916-17, amounting to £400,000, is to be applied 
to the redemption of debt. The estimated deficit for 1917-18, viz., £500,000, 
is to be met, in part, by (1) the extension of the export duty on diamonds, 
which is expected to yield £170,000; (2) the re-modelling of taxation of 
incomes and dividends, which is expected to yield an additional £50,000; and 
by (3) the excess profits tax, which, it is anticipated, will yield £250,000. The 
re-modelled income and dividend tax includes (a) income tax on the present 
scale for individuals, but variations in abatements and a tax of 5 per cent. on 
incomes of companies. Income derived from a country outside the Union 
where, owing to the fact that a person is neither domiciled nor ordinarily 
resident in such country, such income is not chargeable with tax, is to be 
taxed; (b) super tax as before; and (c) dividend tax. 

All companies liable to normal tax are to pay tax upon all dividends 
declared or paid atter Ist July, 1916, with exemption for dividends or income 
already taxed under Act No. 34 of 1916. For gold mining companies the tax 
will be 73 per cent., with an additional 2} per cent. during the war; for 
diamond mining companies, 7} per cent. ; for other companies, 5 per cent. 

Excess profits tax 1s to be levied from Ist July, 1917, till six months after the 
termination of the war. Excess profits are defined as the amount by which 
profits for the year ending 30th June, 1917, or subsequent period, exceed 
profits tor year of assessment preceding 50th June, 1914. The exemptions 
irom this tax are profits derived from gold mining, liie assurance, offices or 
employment, and professional qualifications. The tax is fixed at 25 per cent., 
with an abatement of £500 gradually extinguished and to cease when excess 


profits reach £1,000. (D.C.I. 18,491.) 





FORMATION OF BRITISH-ROUMANIAN CHAMBER 
: OF COMMERCE IN LONDON. 


At a meeting of British and Roumanian firms interested, held at the 
London Chamber of Commerce on 2nd April, it was decided to form a 
British-Roumanian Chamber of Commerce, having for its object the pro- 
motion of trade between the United Kingdom and Roumania, His 
Excellency the Roumanian Minister in London was elected President of the 
Chamber, and the Ear] of Bessborough (Chairman of the Bank of Roumania, 
J.td.) and Sir Albert K. Rollit (Consul-General for Roumania) were elected 
Vice-Presidents. An Executive was appointed to settle the Memorandum 
and Articles of Association and Bye-laws. Mr. H. Locke (London Manager 
of the Bank of Roumania, Ltd.) was elected Hon. Treasurer, and Mr. C. E. 
Musgrave (Secretary of the London Chamber of Commerce) as Hon. Secre- 
tary of the new body. 

The formation of the Chamber is the outcome of an expressed desire on the 
part of those connected with Roumanian trade that some active steps should 
be taken to embrace the opportunity which will present itself after the war 
of considerably extending the United Kingdom's trade with Roumania, 
having regard to the fact that signs are not wanting that Roumania is not 
prepared to extend to her present enemies the trade welcome they enjoyed 
before the war. The British-Roumanian Chamber of Commerce will be 
solely devoted to British-Roumanian interests. (D.C.1. 19,157.) 
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UNIUED KINGDOM AND UNITED STATES INVESTMENTS 
IN CANADA, 
Effect of Investments on Trade. 

The Office of H.M. Trade Commissioner in Canada reports, under date 5th 
March, that some enlightening figures have recently been published showing 
the relative yearly investment of United Kingdom and United States capital 
in Canadiun Government, municipal, railway at.d corporation bonds, during 
the last eight years. 

The following table shows the comparative amounts of such investments, 
the amount of Canadian capital subscribed being also shown :—

Last year Canadian vonds were sold to the value of 316,000,000 dols., of 
which United States investors purchased 205,000,000 dols. worth. 

Up to 1911, the investment of United States capital in Canada was practi- 
cally negligible, while, up to the outbreak of war, the United Kingdom 
supplied about 75 per cent. of the capital required for Canadian develop- 
ments. 

During 1915, the first complete year of the war, Canadian investments in 

Canadian loans increased considerably, as did also those of the United States, 
while United Kingdom investments declined. In 1916 there was a still 
further increase in the amount of United States investments, while Canadian 
investments declined, and United Kingdom investments fell away practically 
to nil. 
* The investors of the United Kingdom appear to have made little or no 
effort during the years 1909 to 1914, when they were investing hundreds of 
millions of dollars in Canadian enterprises, to strengthen their economic 
position by making it obligatory for Canadian borrowers to obtain their 
goods from the United Kingdom. On the other hand, the methods adopted 
by the bankers of the United States appear to render it more or less a part 
of the contract that Canadian borrowers should obtain their goods through 
the agency of the American lenders, and it is fairly certain that these 
methods will be extended and strengthened. So long as the United Kingdom 
is not in a position to make further advances and the United States remains 
the only source of the vast amount of capital which Canada requires for the 
exploitation of its resources, the difficulties of obtaining a market in Canada 
for British raanufactures will continue to increase. 

Continuous enquiries are being made for building sites in Montreal by 
American manufacturers of boots and shoes, hardware, chemicals, furniture, 
agricultural implements, clothing, bedding, and cigars, and it is said that 
Canadian builders are looking forward to active years of building operations, 
both as regards factories and dwellings. It looks as it the United States 
is counting not only on a considerable influx of British people into Canada 
after the war, but also toa large emigration of its own farming and industrial 
population to the Dominion, and it is therefore getting well ahead with 
preparations to cope with the expected demand for American manufactured 
goods. This phase of the situation should not be neglected by United 
Kingdom manufacturers who may be able, in spite of the demands of the war, 
to undertake Canadian business.

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THE LYONS FAIR, 1917. 


The following notes on the Fair which was held at Lyons last month have 
been furnished by Mr. H. Kershaw of the Department of Commercial Intel- 
ligence, who visited the Fair at the instance of the Department :— 

The Fair was held under the patronage of the President of France and 
the Minister of Commerce, and had the support of forty French Chambers of 
Commerce. The Organising Committee was presided over by M. Herriot, 
Mayor of Lyons and Senator of the Rhéne Department. In order to interest 
other than French exhibitors and buyers in the Fair, foreign committees 
were appointed i in the United Kingdom, Canada, Italy and Switzerland. 

At this year’s Fair, which was opened on 18th March and closed on Ist 
April, there were 2,526 exhibitors, accommodated in 2,320 stands, as compared 
with 1,342 exhibitors, accommodated in 912 stands, at the Fair held in 1916. 

The total area of the exhibiting space was probably between 350,000 and 
400,000 superficial feet. The greatest consecutive length of stands extended 
for a distance of 2} miles along the West Bank of the Rhone. ‘There was 
another length of about 12 miles along the East Bank. Six rows of stands 
were installed in the Cours de Verdun, opposite the principal Lyons Station 
of Perrache. Further stands were installed in the Place Morand, Palais du 
Commerce, Palais du Conservatoire, Palais de la Mutualité, Palais des Arts, 
and Place de Terreaux.

The nationality of the persons and firms exhibiting was as follows, the 
relative figures for the previous year being given within brackets :—French, 
2.169 (1,200); Swiss, 163(77); Italian, 105 (43); British, 48 (14) ; American, 
25 (2); as well as Portuguese, Spanish, Dutch, Russian, Belgian, Japanese, 
Chinese, and Swedish. 

A dinner, presided over by M. Robatel, a member of the Organising 
Commit*ee, was given in honour of the British exhibitors on 28th March. 
The guests numbered about thirty-six, and E.M. Consul-General at Lyons, 
Mr. E. R. E. Vicars, was the principal guest of theevening. ‘The hope was 
generally expressed that there would be a much larger British section at 
next year’s Fair. 

Mr. Kershaw had an interview with M. Herriot, whoexpressed himself as 
satisfied with the success of this year’s Fair, and anticipates that the annual 
Fair at Lyons will become a serious rival to the Fair at Leipzig. 





YIELD OF WHEAT IN CERTAIN COUNTRIES. 


The Board of Agriculture and Fisheries have received the following 
information from the International Institute of Agriculture at Rome :— 

The yield of wheat in 1916 and 1916-17 is not yet known for the following 
countries: Germany, Austria-Hungary, Belgium, Bulgaria, Luxemburg, 
Russia-in-Asia, Chile and Uruguay, but it is known in the case of Denmark, 
Spain, France, Great Britain, Lreland, Italy, Norway, Netherlands, Sweden, 
Switzerland, Canada, United States, India, Japan, Algeria, Egypt, Tunis, 
Argentina, Australia and New Zealand. The total yield of wheat in these 
countries is estimated at 293,384,000 cwt., or 27°7 per cent. below the yield of 
1916, and 16°9 per cent. below the average of the five years 1911-15. The 
carry-over of the preceding crop remaining at the beginning of the com- 
mercial season (ist August, 1916, in the Northern Hemisphere and Ist 
Janvary, 1917, in the Southern Hemisphere) together is estimated at 
00,484,000 cwt., making the total available supply 343,868,000 ewt. 





REGULATION OF TRADE IN TERRITORY KNOWN AS 
“GERMAN EAST AFRICA.” 
Port of Bagamoyo opened for Trade. 

With reference to the notice on pp. 731-2 of the “ Board of Trade Journal” 
of 15th March, and to previous notices, relative to the regulation of trade in 
the territory known as “German East Africa,” it 1s notified that the “ Official 
Gazette of the Zanzibar Government ” of |2th February, publishes a Govern- 
ment Notice (No. 26) regarding the condition of trade and communication 
between Zanzibar and Bagamoyo ‘The port of Bagamoyo is declared opened 
for direct trade, and permits will be issued to persons wishing to proceed 
thither. Applications must in the first instance be made to the Political 
Officer, Bagamoyo. No person will be allowed to return to Zanzibar by way 
of Dar-es-Salaam. 

It is also notified that the “Official Gazette of the East Africa Pro- 
tectorate ”’ of 14th February, publishes a General Notice (No. 121) to the 
effect that the port of Bagamoyo would be opened as a Customs Station from 
12th February. Oy and from that date goods can be shipped to or imported 
from and dhows will be cleared for Bagamoyo direct, under similar regula- 
tions to those governing clearance to and from Dar-es-Salaam and Tanga.

PORTUGUESE DECLARATION REGARDING CONTRABAND 
OF WAR. 


With reference to the translation of the Portuguese Decree (No. 2,567) of 
14th August, 1916, published on pp. 793-5 of the ** Board of Trade Journal ”’ 
of 14th September last, declaring certain merchandise contraband of war, it 
is notified that a Supplement to the “ Diario do Governo” (Lisbon) of 
30th March publishes a Decree (No. 3062 C) substituting a revised list of 
articles which will be considered contraband, in place of those mentioned 
in the Schedule of Decree 2,567. 

The new list is identical with that for the United Kingdom published on 
pp. 62-4 of the Supplement to the “ Board of Trade Journal” of 8th March,

AGRICULTURAL MACHINERY AND IMPLEMENTS 
IN USE IN PALESTINE. 


H.M. High Commissioner in 'gypt has forwarded, under date 7th February, 
a memorandum prepared by the Arab Bureau on the subject of agriculture 
and supplies in Palestine, from which the following particulars have been 
taken :— 

In the neighbourhood of Jerusalem a good deal of scientific dry farming 
is carried on, the ground being kept loose by continual tillage. The Arabs 
do not use harrows, but the Jewish colonists have introduced the harrow 
and American pulverisers with very beneficial results. 

The ploughs chiefly in use in Palestine are the primitive Arab plough, and 
the German ploughs used throughout the Jewish and German colonies. 
British ploughs are said to be too heavy and the shape not quite suitable. 
In the orangeries and other plantations American ploughs are used exclu- 
sively, and American zig-zag harrows are also employed. The use of the 
American disc harrow is common, and American harvesters are in fairly 
general use even among the Arabs, whilst the Jews employ American binders. 
A hoe made in Philadelphia has been fairly widely introduced, but sowing 
drills are rare. 

In the Jaffa orange district the irrigation of the new groves is effected 
by means of pumps operated by oil engines, which were first introduced by 
the Jews. Most of these engines are of British make (3 to 8 h.-p.), and it is 
estimated that there are about 300 of them in the orange groves. There is 
a great shortage of spare parts. ‘The water is raised by small bore (4 in.) 
tubes sunk vertically into the sand strata to a depth of between 40 to 60 
metres, the water rising to a height of 12 metres in the pipes. The pumps 
paise from 25 to 40 cubic metres per hour. A grove of 20 acres is the

minimum economic size for a separate pumping plant. In 1915 the above- 
mentioned engines were transformed into charcoal gas engines, as no sup- 
plies of oil were available. Of the pumps employed trom 8 to 90 per cent. 
are of local manufacture, mostly at two factories in Jaffa (one of which is 
German, and the other Jewish), where there are a number of good Jewish 
mechanics.

FRONTIER TRADE BETWEEN CHINA AND TIBET. 
Entrepot Trade of Tachienlu. 


The Board of Trade have received, through the Foreign Office, the follow- 
ing information from Mr. Consular-Assistant O. R. Coales respecting the 
trade of Tachienlu (Szechuan) for 1915:— 

Since active operations on the frontier ceased in 1914, trade at Tachienlu 
has been restricted and generally unfavourable to merchants. The revolu- 
tion and consequent relaxation of authority, the war with Tibet, and the 
opening up of the Marches, ended the lucrative conditions of trade enjoyed 
by the Chinese merchants there under the old régime. The monopoly of the 
old-established Szechuan and Shensi merchants has been bruken, and 
numbers of small concerns, many of them shortlived, have set up in 
Tachienlu ; these small concerns maintain a fierce competition, «f which the 
Tibetans are not slow to take advantage, so that the enormous profits of the 
old days are no longer obtainable. The Lhasa merchants still maintain their 
old connections, but under such altered circumstances that dealers in high- 
class teas, who were often unable tu meet the demand for their wares in 
former times, now find that instead of waiting for custom they have to 
seek it. 

Keports from Tachienlu.—Custom house returns not being available, it is 
impossible to state exactly the amount of tea exported in 1915, but it is 
estimated at 450,000 packages (about 9,000,000 lb.). This is approximately 
the average for the past few years, and is considerably better than the total 
for 1913, which amounted only to 5,870,000 lb. The tea merchants, however, 
say that business was unprofitable, and that many of them are left with 
large debts. 

The trade in silk piece goods and Khatas for the Tibetan market, unlike 
that in tea, has been profitable during the past few years, An estimate given 
for piece goods is 150,000 taels (about £22,500) per annum, and for Khatas 
79,000 taels (about £10,500) ; these figures, however, represent the price at 
which the goods are sold to Tibetans. In addition to ordinary plain and 
tigured tabrics, a fair trade is done in fabrics woven in imitation gold thread 
patterns. All silk goods for the Tibetan market are manufactured in Chengtu 
or Kueichou, but Chinese dealers state that the higher class fabrics manu- 
factured in the coast provinces reach Tibet by the sea route. 

The trade in cotton piece goods was said to be as great as that in silk piece 
goods, but no trustworthy figures are available. ‘The values of foreign piece 
goods and sundries were negligible. Practically all these goods are disposed 
of within the Marches, and in consequence of the larger number of Chinese 
established there the exports are increasing. 

Imports into Tachrerlu.—Musk, the chief import from Tibet, was 
adversely affected by the war, the price declining to 10 taels per Chinese 
ounce (about £1 2s. 6d. per ounce). The total import for 1915 was from 
42.000 to 43,000 British ounces. 

The wool trade, on the contrary, réceived an impetus from the war through 
the high prices ruling on the coast, and in 1915 the price reached 35 taels per 
picul (about £4 8s. per cwt.), as compared with 12 taels in 1913. However, 
owing to stoppage of traffic on the Yangtse River, during the summer months 
the price fell below 30 taels per picul. The total value of the wool and sheep- 
skin trade has been put at 550,000 taels (About £79,500). Wool was formerly 
brought down to Tachienlu from Tibet, but this trade has now ceased.

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PROHIBITION OF IMPORTATION OF FOREIGN GOODS 
INTO FRANCE AND ALGERIA. 


With reference to the notice which appeared in the ‘‘ Board of Trade 
Journal ’’ for the 29th March, respecting the French Presidential Decree 
of the 22nd March, the Board of Trade are now in receipt, through the 
Foreign Office, of copy of a Ministerial Decree on the subject, dated the 
13th April and published in the “ Journai Officiel’’ for the 15th April. 

The new Decree contains :— 

(1) A list of goods which may be imported freely into France and 
Algeria, without previous authorisation, in virtue of the 
provisions of Article 2 of the Decree of the 22nd March; 

(2) A list of goods which may be imported into France and Algeria 
only under special licence; and 

(3) A list of articles the importation of which is to form the subject 
of a special Decree. 

The Decree provides that the prohibition of importation shall not apply 
to— 

(a) Importations under the ‘‘ temporary importation ’’ régime, when 
the goods are subsequently to be re-exported ; 

(6) Transhipment operations in roadsteads and ports; 

(c) Transit operations to neutral countries, governed by special agree- 
ments.

Consular Certificate may be presented to the effect that the transaction 
was entered into and that the money was paid in fall before Decem- 
ber 11th/24th, 1916. 

In special cases, goods may be admitted after Ist/l4th February, 1917, on 
presentation of documents other than those mentioned above, proving the 
fact of payment before 11th/24th December, 1916.

Protectorates (other than Tunis and Morocco), without special authorisation, 
when consigned to the United Kingdom, the British Dominions, Colonies 
and Protectorates, and certain other countries. The articles covered by the 
present Decree are those of which the exportation from France to the 
destinations noted above was prohibited, except under licence, by the Decree 
of the 19th March (see the notice at pages 828-9 of the “ Board of Trade 
Journal” for the 29th March).

regard to the prohibition in certain cases of the transfer of a Swedish vessel 
or sale thereof, and of the time-chartering of vessels. 

(2) A Royal Ordinance (No. 48), dated 6th March, 1916, relating to the 
prohibition of the transfer of a Swedish vessel or share therein, and of the 
time-chartering of vessels. 

(3) A Law (No. 270), dated 8th July, 1916, relating to the prohibition in 
certain cases of the conveyance of goods on Swedish vessels between foreign 
ports. 

(4) A Royal Ordinance (No. 271), dated 8th July, 1916, relating to the 
prohibition in certain cases of the conveyance of goods on Swedish vessels 
between foreign ports. etc. 

(5) A Law (No. 272), dated 8th July, 1916, extending the application of 
the Law of 6th March, 1916. 

(6) A Royal Ordinance (No. 273), dated 8th July, 1916, relating to the 
prohibition in certain cases of agreements whereby an alien obtains the 
right to use a Swedish vessel. 

(7) A Royal letter (No. 274), dated 8th July, 1916, to the State Trade 
Commission, authorising them to grant exemptions from certain prohibitions 
of the time-chartering of Swedish vessels, etc. 

According to statements made in the “Stockholm Dagblad” of 22nd 
February last, it is the intention of the Government to revise these Laws 
(which expired on, 3lst March, (917), and extend them so as to prohibit the 
acquisition by aliens of shares in ship-owning companies. A measure of 
this kind, it is stated, has long been contemplated in view of the fact that 
for several months past cases have from time to time occurred of the transfer 
of Swedish ships to Norwegian owners, by the sale of the majority of shares 
in the ship-owning companies—the ships still sailing under the Swedish flag. 

In the newspaper referred to the Minister of Finance is reported as 
having said that the present legislation did not effectively prevent foreigners 
acquiring influence over Swedish tonnage “ with or without the co-operation 
of Swedish subjects,” but that as time did not allow of thoroughly effective 
legislation, with a view to preventing foreigners acquiring control of 
Swedish tonnage, it must be postponed for the present. On the other hand, 
a proposal for the insertion in the revised Laws of a prohibition of the 
acquisition by foreigners of shares in Swedish ship-owning companies will 
certainly be adopted. 

With regard to the Laws and Decrees of 8th July, 1916, the extension of 
the prohibition of time-chartering of Swedish ships to aliens to agreements 
whereby an alien obtains the “right to use’ a Swedish vessel, appears to be 
intended to cover any agreement by which a Swedish ship is placed at the 
disposal of an alien, even though such an agreement could not strictly be 
defined as a time-charter.

C.M.G.) has forwarded an extract from the “ Bulletin 
vices in the French Officiel”’ of the French Zone, containing a Presidential 
anc Decree, dated 5th December, 1916, authorising the 
‘ execution of certain works, at a cost of 81,000,000 frs. 
Of this amount 66,710,000 frs. are for the improvement and construction of 
roads, whilst other large sums are for the provision of telegraphs, irriga- 
- tion works, experimental farms, buildings, etc., and for the establishment of 

public services in the country. 

The total length of roads, exclusive of municipal roads, provided for by 
this and by a previous Decree is 1,190 miles, including the following main 
roads: (1) A coast road from Mogador, vid Safhi, Mazagan, Casablanca, 
Rabat, and Kenitra, to the frontier of the Spanish Zone near Alcazar, where 
junction will be made with the road to Laraiche and Tangier; (2) a road 
from this point to: Fez direct; (3) a road from Rabat to Mequinez and Fez 
(a) direct, (b) vid Kenitra; (4) portions of the road from Fez to Oujda, vid 
Taza; (5) roads from Marrakesh to (a) Casablanca, (b) Mazagan, (c) Saffi, 
and (d) Mogador ; and (6) a road from Casablanca to Tadla. 

Of these roads over 500 miles have already been made, whilst work is 
being actively carried on in the more important sections of the others. 

Liberal provision has been made in the new Decree for the public health 
service (including hospitals and dispensaries where free treatment and medi- 
cine are provided for the natives) and for schools; 1,108,400 frs. are provided 
for telephones, 2,293,000 frs. for telegraphs, and 3,070, 000 frs. for the building 
of post offices. 

The municipalities of the various towns receive grants amounting alto- 
gether to 17,645,853 frs. for municipal public works, including local roads 
not comprised in the programme of main roads referred to above.

The plant is stated to be the only 
one of its kind in South Africa, and it is claimed that it is one of the 
largest belt-conveyor installations at present in operation for coaling 
vessels. The plant has been designed to load 600 tons of coal per hour; 
this result is easily attained, and it is estimated that, under favourable 
conditions, it is capable of loading 1,000 tons per hour. Power is supplied 
by three 150 h.p. motors, and nine of smaller capacity, supplying an aggregate 
of about 1,000 h.p. for the various operations of the plant. The main 
(horizontal) conveyor belt is 525 ft. long, and has a speed of 450 ft. per 
minute; a smaller (incline) belt is 230 ft. long. A feature of the plant is the 
care that has been taken tu avoid undue breakage of the coal; a direct fall 
is obviated and the coal is gradually lowered into the ship’s hold. 

Referring to the growing coal industry of Natal, it is pointed out that 
3,366,200 tons of coal were produced in the Province in 1916, an increase of 
33 per cent. over the previous year, while the quantity of coal bunkered at 
Port Natal was 1,000,700 tons, an increase of 25 per cent. over the previous

While, for various reasons, the output Of minerals 

did not much exceed in quantity that of 1915, by virtue of the exceptional 
demand maintained throughout the year for lead and zinc, and the high 
prices prevailing, the gross value of the output in 1916 amounted to some 
49,102,695 dols. (about £10,093,331), which is the highest value for one year’s 
output yet attained in the State. The metal content of the ore and bullion 
shipped was as follows :—Lead, 366,594,000 lb.; zine, 98,700,740 lb. ; copper, 
8,052,725 lb. ; silver, 12,205,132 oz. ; gold, 58,079 oz. ; tungsten ore, 120,000 lb. 
These figures are based on the gross metal content of the ore as shipped, 
without discounting the loss in smelting, which is a variable amount and hard 
to determine, and to some extent made up with by-product recoveries that 
are not paid for by the smelters. The figures given show that Idaho retains 
the second place in lead production and is a close second in silver production 
among the States of the Union. 

As a result of the industrial activity of the country generally, mining 
costs, especially in respect of explosives, machinery and material, were 
enormously advanced. ‘This condition was unfavourable to the small 
operator as well as to development enterprises, but the general prosperity of 
the State greatly stimulated interest in the search for minerals, and resulted 
in pew activities in almost every mining district. A number of new and 
important ore discoveries were carried out and developments made ; this was 
especially true in the south-central mining area of Idaho, including some 
of the oldest districts, where, as a result of improvements in metallurgical 
processes, production is being resumed. (D.C.1. 15,884.)

hectare planted with a fibre crop, and on receipt of the bounty the grower 
will execute a first mortgage on the land. The total amount of bounties is 
not to exceed 500,000 colones, and an additional sum of 100,000 colones 
is appropriated for the purchase of machinery. ‘The bounty will be divided 
into three parts, the first to be paid when the fibre is planted, the second 
part two years later, and the third when the plants are ready to be cut. 
When the planter has cultivated his fibre crops for 10 years after receiving 
the first bounty, and has marketed his crop during this time, the mortgage 
will be cancelled by the Government. When owners of plantations repre- 
senting 200 hectares or more wish to establish a common fibre factory, the 
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Teatiles and Teztile Materials.

JAPAN. 


H.M. Commercial Attaché at Yokohama (Mr. E. F. Crowe, C.M.G.) has 
forwarded a number of extracts from the Japanese press, relative to the 
textile industries in Japan, from which the following notes are taken :—- 


The cotton spinning industry in Japaa in 1916 was unprecedentedly 

rar prosperous, owing to war conditions. ‘The total pro- 

Tniustry au 1916 duction of cotton yarn in 1916 amounted to 1,924,077 

" bales, as compared with 1,720,264 bales in 1915, an 

increase of 203,813 bales. The total export of cotton yarn is given as 549,176 

bales in 1916, as against 575,909 bales in 1915, a decrease of 25,715 bales. 

This decline in exports, which occurred during the latter half of the year, was 

partly due to a larger foreign demand for cotton goods which caused the 

Japanese weaving mills to consume more yarn. It is interesting to note that 
though the volume of exports declined, the value was much larger. 

A decrease in exports of yarn to China in the latter half of 1916 resulted 
in a shortage of stocks in the Chinese market, and Hong Kong and Shanghai 
merchants have been buying briskly since the new year. The recent rise in 
the price of Indian yarn is a further reason for anticipating that Japanese 
yarn will be in good demand for some time. 


A new cotton spinning and weaving company is being organised in Osaka, 
. with a capital of 4,000,000 yen. It is proposed to erect 
Cotton Spiuning aad ® {#ctory at Miho-mura in the Shidzuoka Prefec- 
Weaving Companies ture which will be operated by electric power. 
‘ Another cotton spinning and weaving company 
is being organised by interests in Tokyo and Yokohama, with a capital of 
3,000,000 yen. It is intended to manufacture yarns and sheetings, and a 
factory will be erected at Odawara. Spindles of British manufacture to 
the number of 15,000 will be installed, and 300 looms of Japanese make. 
A further* cotton spinning company has been formed, with a capital of 
2,000,000 yen. This company will build a factory in Kagoshima. 
A company has been formed for the manufacture of wool and cotton mixed

The Products Investigation Committee has carried out an investigation of 
the cotton and woollen industries in Japan, and has 
Measures for recommended that the following measures should be 


a os taken, with a view to increasing the native supply of 
Cotton raw cotton and thereby encourage the spinning and 


weaving industries. ‘l'he’cultivation of cotton is being 
attempted in Corea, and the Committee recommends that steps should be 
taken to turn the present rice patches into cotton fields by levelling-up the 
water-logged areas ; that experiments in cotton growing should be encouraged 
on suitable land owned by the Government; that fields used for the cultiva- 
tion of soya beans, etc., should be planted with cotton; that tests should be 
made in the application of fertilisers; and that experiments in the growing 
of cotton should be carried out in Japan proper and in Formosa.

CANADA. 


The Imperial Trade Correspondent at Toronto (Mr. F. W. Field) has for- 
warded, under date 14th March, a copy of a 
Report on Canadian woods for structural timbers 
(Bulletin No. 59 of the Forestry Branch of the 
Department of Interior), prepared at the Forest 
Products Laboratories of Canada.

The Report further contains information regarding the qualities that 
affect the usefulness of timber for structural purposes, together with a 
description of the chief Canadian species suitable for this purpose. ‘lhe 
grading of timber is also dealt with.

2179 X. Workmen (other than those insurable under Part II. of the 
National Insurance Act, 1911) engaged wholly or mainly in making 
(removable) lamps for buoys or beacons. 


B. The Umpire has decided that contributions ARE NOT PAYABLE 
in respect of :— — 


2180. Workmen described as rest room attendants, and engaged in looking 
after workers, keeping rest room clean, etc. 


Note.—Decisions in which the Umpire has decided that contributions are 
payable under the National Insurance (Part il.) (Munition Workers) Act, 
1916, are indicated by the letter X at the end of the number, e.g., 1554X. 
Contributions under these decisions are payable as from the 4th September, 
1916. 

Where no reference is given to an Application, the question has been 
decided by the Umpire, without notice, as a matter not admitting of reason- 
able doubt, in accordance with paragraph (2) of the Unemployment Insurance 
(Umpire) Regulations. 

Decisions relating to individual workmen which raise no question of 
general interest, or which merely apply a principle laid down in a previous 
decision, are not published. 
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
